The 
Ya 'esolves itself then into one 
pe wend simply of protection to the 
British interests involved, The con- 
clusions reached, given at the end of 
the report are: That the admission of 
Canadian cattle for the purposes other 
ke slaughter would tend 

#j.c¥ease the meat supply of the 
United Kingdom; that such admission 


would tend to cheapen the meat sup: | 


ply of the country; that the importa- 
tion of Canadian stores would tend to 
“satisfy in some measure the increas- 
ing demand for fresh homefed meat; 
that there is no substantial reason for 
believing that such admission would 
introduce disease among British cat- 
tle; that such admission would pro 
mote the restoration in the number of 
livestock lost during the war; that the 
introduction of Canadian cattle would 
advantage the milk supply of Great 
Britain; that the cost of transporta- 
tion furnishes a certain measure of 
protection to the breeding interests of 
Britain; that the crofters and small 
farmers {in the Highlands might in 
some degree suffer from competition, 
and that the Irish farmers might ex- 
perience some diminution in their 
market. Although the term live8tock 
covers also sheep and swine, the com- 
mission thought that the admission of 
cattle was practically the sole subject 
of inquiry. The question, however, 
did arise regarding the admission of 
sheep, of which Ireland, it was said, 
could supply 50,000 annually. It was 
also stated that the importation of 
sheep Into Ireland was entirely pro- 
hibited. The estimate of the number 
of cattle that Canada could supply 
yearly was upwards of 200,000, 


Progress of Civilization 
High Powered Car May Not Be An 
Indication 

Somebody has recalled that twenty 
years ago, the first motor car appeared 
in Toronto. It looked like an ordin- 
ary buggy with a one-cyclinder gas en- 
fine hung underneath, It was vap- 
able of a speed of eighteen miles an 
hour under favorable conditions. 

A comparison of the horseless buggy 
of twenty years ago with the lux- 
urious high-power car of today he!ps 
to an understanding of what we 
mean by modern progress. If we 
could measure the development of the 
race in civilization by the develop- 
ment of machinery we ought to be 
making wonder/ul progress; but some- 
how we feel that this cannot be done. 
Today it seems more than doubtful 
that the race has made such progress 


in civilization during the past twenty | 


years. Sometimes it seems that 
much of our boasted progress is like 
that of the crab, which thinks, no 
doubt, it 1s making wonderful ad- 
vance, when all the time it is going 
backward. 

Perhaps the situation is better than 
it seems; let us hope so; but to the 
pedestrian who feels that he takes 
his life in his hands every time he 
crosses a busy street, it may seem 
that the horseless buggy of twenty 
years ago, with its speed limit of 
eighteen miles an hour, was more of 
a useful servant and less of a public 
menace than the modern “scorcher.”—

The wool from the farms of the 
provinces of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan sold through the woel-growers’ 
co-operative organization and graded 
by Dominion Goyernment graders has 
graded lower, been harder to sell, and 
as a result fetched lower prices than 
that from other provinces, Not only 
is this true when the comparison is 
made with the range wool, where dif- 
ferent breeding and conditions would 
justify the difference, but it is also 
true when these wools are compared 
with the domestic wools of Bastern 
Canada, where the flocks are of simi- 
lar breeding and are fed under farm 
conditions, There is no inherent dis- 
advantage in the climatic or other 
jconditions of these provinces to justi- 
fy this inferiority. It 1s due wholly 
to poor methods in the breeding, feed- 
ing and handling of the farm flocks. A 
few years ago the butter from theso 
provinces had an equally bad reputa- 
tion, now it takes its place with the 
very best. That change was brought 
about by intelligent improvement in 
the dairy end of farming and butter- 
making. A similar improvement 
could be made in the quality of our 
wool, 

The faults in the woo) which reduce 
the grade are chiefly two, viz., “burry 
and seedy” and “dark.” “Burry and 
seedy” is a trade term which covers 
more than burs and seeds, Any kind 
‘of vegetable matter in the wool will 
jDut it into this grade. Chaff is prob- 
ably the principal offender in western 
wool, and is very objectionable. It 
is impossible to get it all cleaned out 
'by any known process. Most of it is 
jremoved but the operation is expen- 
;Bive, Some particles remain and get 
into the cloth, They will not take 
|the dye and make an unsightly blem- 
ish in the cloth, Consequently wool 
buyers fight shy of “burry and seedy.” 
Last year (1920) twenty per cent. of 
the Manitoba and Saskatchewan do- 
mestic wool graded “burry and seedy.” 
The price of “low medium combing,” 
which was our principal grade, was 
twenty cents; “burry and seedy” of 
the same quality brought fifteen and 
jthree-quarter cents, Consequently the 
loss on this grade was very serious, 

A conference of representatives of 
departments of agriculture and inter- 
ested organizations was held in Re- 
{gina on August 4, The following 
|recommendations were made by that 
| conference ;— 

“(1) To eliminate “burry and seedy” 
wool— 

(a) Never allow sheep to run or feed 
;around straw stacks, 

(b) Use proper feeding racks tight- 
ly boarded to within six or seven in- 
ches of the ground so as to prevent 
chaff getting into the neck and head 
‘wool. Use of slanting racks recom- 
mended on account of larger capacity 
and allowing of easier filling, feeding 
cpenings to be six or seven inches 
vertically and about three inches wide, 

(c) If sheep are fed on the ground, 
never throw feed over their backs, 
Keep sheep out of the yard while feed 
is being placed on the ground, provid- 
Ing seperate yard in which to confine 
them while this is being done, 

(d) In selecting breeding animals, 
greater care should be exercised, 
special efforts being made to get rams 
and ewes having dense, compact 
fleeces which will shed chaff and other 
refuse. This does not necessarily in- 
volve cross-breeding but may be prac- 
tised within the breed now used. 

(e) If only the neck and shoulder of 
a fleece contain quantities of chaff or 
‘straw this portion of the fleece should 
be removed at shearing time and tied 
jand sacked separately. This piurcea- 
(ure, however, is not advised where the 
whole fleece is affected, but is desir 
‘able where the removal of a small 
portion would raise the balance of the 
fleece into the straight grades,

The Indian’s 
slogan made a dairy district of the New Salem region by

Retaining the prairie grass pastures has made co-op- 
erative dairymen of the New Salem settlers. 

Seventeen men constitute the New Salem Circuit, or- 
ganized to breed dairy cows as ajcommunity enterprise. 
They together. bought a carload of pure-bred dairy cattle 
through a committee of one man jn 1906. No individual 
took more than two head. In 1921 they owned 251 pure- 
bred females. They bought 10 silos together, one for 
each of ten men and got the full jadvantage of a whole- 
sale rate.

The story has just come from Eng- 
land. It tells of how young Giroux, 
who served with distinction in the

was forced to make a landing on a 
sand bar two miles from shore off 
Blackpool.

The flames however, were un- 
noticed, Undaunted by the danger 
of being swept out to sea by the

He reached land in an exhausted 
condition, but in time to send a res- 
cue party for his two passengers, by 
that time in imminent peril from the 
rising water. 

Young Giroux owes his prowess as 
a swimmer to his constant practice 
in the currents of the St. Lawrence 
River.

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‘In Future W 
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Cow Testing In The West 


ork Will Be Done By ! 
Provinces 

Although the senior dairy promoter 
of the Dominion Dairy Branch reports 
in the Agricultural Gazette of Canada, | 
a decrease in the number of herds and 
cows tested in the western provinces 
in 1920, he feels justified in the ex- 
pectation that there will be a consid- 
erable increase in the work this year, 
the returns for which will naturally 
not be in until early in 1923. Up to 
the present the work has been carried 
on conjointly by the Dominion and 
provincial deaprtments of agriculture, 
but henceforth the testing will be left 
entirely to the province, the Domin- 
jon continuing to pay the expenses 
and keeping the records. 

Cow testing is not only essential te 
building up a dairy herd, but {s also 
needed to maintain the standard of 
production already reached. There 
are poor producers in every herd, and 
they can be identified and eliminated 
only by keeping records of production 
and cost of feed. In Alberta the de- 
crease recorded is attributed to a 
break in the work owing to the resig- 
nation of the provincial promoter, In 
Saskatchewan the slight decrease is 
attributed to the unusual vagaries and 
severity of the weather; but a lot of 
propaganda and demonstration work 
is being done. In addition, a “Great- 
er Average Production” contest has 
been organized by the provincial dairy 
branch. In Manitoba the work is be- 
ing promoted through the boys’ and 
girls’ clubs and by the extension serv- 
ice of the province in co-operation 
with the Dominion Dairy Branch,

IRREGULAR TEETH 


By RBA PROCTOR McGEB, 
D.D.S., M.D., Editor of “Oral 
Hygiene”

When the teeth come into their na- 
tural position in the mouth there is 
seldom any. disturbance during the 
process of eruption. 


Teeth that are irregular require | 
much more effort on the part of na- 
ture than those that are normal. 


It is like the ninety and nine that 
went not astray. The good sheep 
caused no trouble and walked right 
into the fold, but the one irregular one 
kept the shepherd out all night in the 
wet when he should have been asleep. 

One of the causes of irregularity in 
the teeth is the uneven development 
of the jaw bones themselves due to 
the effect of childhood’s fevers and to 
abscesses or too early loss or too long 
retention of temporary teeth. 

The density or hardness of the jaw 
bones is produced by the orderly lay- 
ing down of lime salts any inflamma- 
tion may cause this. 

More than usual resistance to the 
movement of an erupting tooth 
through the bone will cause the tooth 
either to choose the route of least re- 
sistance or to give up hope and be- 
come impacted, that is, not to erupt 
at all, 

Whenever the teeth of a child are 
irregular that child suffers not only 
from lack of proper mastication and 
appearance and form of the mouth 
and face, but actually from a very |

blood from the region of the jaws. 
This causes adenoids and conges- 
tion of the membranes of the nose | 
and in a great many instances nerv- 
ous conditions that interfere with the 
disposition and development of the 
child. Irregular teeth should be! 
straightened at the first opportunity.
